ÜIO Expert To Examine Myste 
Sphere That Runs In Rectangles 


JACKSONVILLE, Fla. (UPI) 
- A mysterious sphere that 
can roll around the edges of a 
table by itself was being flown 
to 
Chicago 
today 
to , be 
examined by a Northwestern 
University 
astronomer 
a n d 
UFO expert. 
' 


Mrs. Jerri Betz of Jacksonvil- 
le, whoise son found the strange 
object, described it as metallic, 
a little smaller than a bowling 
ball and weighing about 25 
pounds. 


She said she has no clues as 
to what the sphere is,-but will 
allow Dr. J. Allen Hynek .to 
study it. 


Mrs. Betz said the sphere has 
several odd properties. When 
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placed in the midale of a table 
and without anyone touching it, 
she said, it roUed to the edge; 
around the four sides and then 
made 
smaller 
and 
smaller 
rectangles until it wound up in 
the middle again. 


"Once 
when 
a 
television 
camera crew was here, we 
placed our toy poodle next to it 
to indicate its size," she said. 
"When the dog got next to the 
sphere, she began to-whimper 
and' cover her ears with her 
paws, 
somethmg 
I've - never 
seen her do before. 


"If you pick it up, hold it 
over your head and shake it 
vigorously and put it down, it 
h&s a motion inside," Mrs. Betz 
said. "If you put your hands on 
it 
you 
can 
feel 
movement 
inside. It almost seems like it's 
trying to get away from you. It 
actually 
feels 
like 
a 
huge 
Mexican jumping bean." 


Mrs. Betz said limited tests 
conducted by the Navy showed 
the object is made of high 
grade steel and contains three 
or four other' smaller spheres. 


Any further tests 
by 
the 
Navy, she said, would require 
cutting the 
metal, and 
she 
wants to avoid that. She said 
she hopes Hynek can come up 
with some sort of answer for 
her. 


Mrs. Betz said her son Terry, 
a 21-year-old premed student, 
found the object last week at 
the 
family 
estate 
on 
Fort 
(Seorges Island north of-here. 


At Evanston, HI. Dr. Hynek 
said Sunday he is looking for- 
ward to examining a mysterious 
sphere. 


"From 
what 
I'm 
told. 
It 
appears to be stainless steel of 
a certain kind of alloy," Hynek 
said. "It must be man-made, 
judgmg 
that 
it's 
stainless 
steel... 


"But who goes around mak- 
ing stainless steel bowling balls 
with pellets inside of them? I'm 
certainly not saying that it's 
anything 
extra-terrestial. 
But 
it's sufficiently intriguing 
to 
pursue. 


Hynek said one report about 
the ball that "intrigues" him 
was that the Betz' pet poodle 
covered her ears with her paws 
when placed next to the sphere.. 


"One 
thing 
we'll 
do, 
of 
course, is connect a microphone 
and oscilloscope to it and sée if 
it has high frequency compo- 
nents that our ears can't hear," 
Hynek said.

Wealth Gives 


NEW YORK (UPI) —The 
family of millionaire fugitive 
financier Robert L. Vesco is 
burdened by troubles despite 
the comforts of wealth, People 
Magazine reported Sunday. 


Vesco, 38, accused of illegally 
contributing to the 1972 Nixon 
Re-election campaign, is living 
in exile in the Bahamas anc 
Costa Rica and in no danger oil 
extradition back to the U.S. He 
has provided 
yachts, 
riding 
horses, 
passenger

three $100,000 powerboat racers 
to his family. 


But People says his wife, 
Patricia, 
is 
troubled 
with 
"'security, peace of mind, 
simple faith in the future."

saying. "I don't know what's 
going to happen to us. Or' to 
him... From the bodyguards we 
havfe "arouiid, anybody ought to 
know that I must have good 
reason to cry once in awhile.

added that Mrs. Vesco "calmly

Pilgrims Fill 
Ancient Church 
In Jerusalem 


JERUSALEM (UPI) -

representing

tianity's eastern and western 
denominations thronged into the 
old walled city's Church of the

Cornfeld started IOS in 1956 
at the age of 28 and he made it 
work by pushing the hard-sell 
technique to its limits. His 
salesmen peddled IOS shares 
and other investment programs 
around the world,.some places 
selling door-to-door and some- 
times penetrating areas so re- 
mote that African tribal chief- 
tains and Arab desert sheikhs 
were among the shareholders. 


A handful of those who invest- 
ed in 'the early years became 
millionaires. Cornfeld and, those 
sales executives who were par- 
ticularly successful became mil- 
lionaires many times over. And 
as the decade of their success 
drew to a close, they began 
living to enjoy the fruits of 
those fortunes; 


By contrast,. Vesco's lifestyle 
was entrenched in suburban an- 
onymity as late as 1970. 


He had been married to the 
same woman since graduating 


from Bigh school, and in 1970 
'ihey were raising three sons 
and a daughter ranging in ages 
from 6 to 15 in their new home 
on Old Denville Road in the 
New Jersey c o m m u n i t y of 
Boonton Township. 


Vesco, also a man of humble 
but big-city background, had 
based his business success on 
hard and some said vicious bar- 
gaining in the b o a r d r o o m 
games of corporate acquisition 
and stock transfer. 


In 1966, after half a dozen 
years of testing his hand at man- 
agement consulting, Vesco ar- 
ranged for himself the merger 
of two small companies that he 
registered in Florida as a public 
corporation. Using this as a 
base, he then acquired a Cali- 
fornia firm that manufactur- 
ered electronic components and 
aircraft parts. He named this 
e n t i t y International Controls 
Corporation (ICC) and based its 
headquarters in Fairfieldy N.J. 


In May 1968, ICC stock was 
listed for public trading on the 
American Stock Exchange. Its 
price almost doubled within six 
weeks of the listing. It reached 


its high of $50.25'per. share on 
June 24 of that year:-fVesco 
owned 933,000 shares, represent- 
ing a 39 per cent interest in the 
company and worth almost $47 
million. 
? v 


By this time, Ctorafeld's style 
of living and doing business 
across the Atlantic in Europe 
already had begun to. work 
hardships on IOS. 


A turning point in its fortune 
had occurred in 1966 when- the 


necessary to meet the share 
redemptions-began to dwindle. 


The IOS troubles also drew 
the. attention of Vesco.whowas 
eager to make further use'of Iiis 
developing expertise in corpo- 
rate acquisition. I^s wealth and 
offshore freedom from strict 
corporation and tax law surveil- 
lance made IOS a particularly 
attractive target. 


As early as 1967, the year 
after the SEC acted against 
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Securities and Exchange Com- 
mission (SEC), deciding that 
IOS' operations had become 
rickety at best, banned the of- 
fering of IOS' shares in the 
United States and prohibited 
their sale to American citizens 
anywhere. 


That 
action 
coupled 
with 
Cornfeld's w i d e 1 y publicized 
personal escapades shook inves- 
tor confidence in IOS. 


The redemption of IOS shares 
began to increase, sales began 
to decline and the cash supply 


IOS, Vesco began traveling to 
Geneva to confer with selected 
IOS officials in private meet- 
ings about the makeup of the 
mutual fund complex, its finan- 
cial condition and its prospects 
and needs for the future. 


Vesco found IOS executives to 
be long on salesmanship and 
s h o r t 
on the sophisticated 
knowledge of corporate admin- 
istration. 


But Cornfeld, as the founder 
and personality of IOS, was a 
formidable adversary. 


On May 9, 1970, Vesco got the 
opening he needed to move in 
on IOS. On that date, the IOS 
directors deposed Cornfeld and 
installed a former director gen- 
eral of the General Agreement 
on Tariffs and Trade, Sir Eric 
Wyndham White, as chairman. 


Sir Eric's' immediate duty 
was to find, outside financing to 
rescue IOS, whose problems 
were by then compounded by 
plummeting prices in the secur- 
ities markets. 


The following month, Vesco 
arrived in Geneva to offer a 
plan of '"salvation" outrageous- 
ly bold but so ingeniously con- 
ceived that the IOS directors 
decided almost without question 
to accept it. 
; 


And what Vesco did, without 
their full realization of it, was 
to. loan IOS $5 million) of its 
own money under an agreement 
whose terms enabled him to 
exert effective control of the 
entire complex without owning 
a single share of its stock. 


Despite loud protests and 
fruitless legal action by Corn- 
feld, who was the major individ- 
ual stockholder with six million 


shares; the 110-page agreement 
granting an immediate loan of 
$5 million cash was signed in 
Geneva Sept. 4; 1970. 


There -was an option impor- 
tant to the IOS directors that 
provided for an additional loan 
of $5 million within the next six 
months, but that option was of 
little concern to Vesco because 
he did not intend to allow it to 
be exercised. 


The loan was made through a 
European shell subsidiary of 
Vesco's International Controls 
Corporation, and its chief offi- 
cer was his old friend, adviser 
and now business associate, Dr. 
Milton F. Meissner. 


Neither International Controls 
nor Vesco himself had sufficient 
cash available to make such a 
loan. So Vesco borrowed $5 mil- 
lion from a small bank in the 
Bahamas that bore the name of 
its American owner, Allan But- 
ler. 


This was the money he loaned 
to IOS. And at the same time he 
required IOS to collateralize the 
loan with'$5.5 million in cash 
deposits at the same Butler's 


Bank. ? 


Thus, IOS was financing thi 
very loan it was taking'from 
Vesco and, in effect, borrowing 
its own money. 
! 


Vesco and International ,Con- 
rols put up nothing, but . in 
return they received considera- 
bly more than just a foot in tli? 
door of IOS.

Late 
filers are subject to a penalty 
charge.

Should Join Movement - Now)

"Mrs. Edwards 
is the man 
in 
charge," explains the vice principal of 
La Mirada High School. 


"Man?" asks Ms. Edwards. 
"Isn't that:, a; compUmenJ;?": replies 
the vice-principal." 


No, Ms. Edwards impatiently ex- 
plains, being called the man in charge 
is not-a compliment, because it implies 
only a man can be in charge. And she 
happens to be a woman in charge. 


Ms. Edwards, a political science 
teacher, then returns to her classroom, 
where a husband and wife team from 
Orange County NOW (National Organi- 
zation for 
Women) is scheduled, to 
speak about liberation. 


But first the daily bulletin is read 
by a tall girl who gets halfway through 
before she; realizes she's reading last 
week's bulletin. 


"You know how organized women 
are," a male student remarks from the 
back of the room. 


"See how much work you've got to 
do?" Ms. Edwards tells Fullerton's Ed 
and Tracy Booth, who both know. 


As officers of NOW (he is secretary, 


she is treasurer), the two often speak 
at high schools, which they admit 
aren't exactly hotbeds of feminism. 


"It's not that much different than 
when you or I went to school," said 
i Ed, who is the local organization's first 
; >malsi officer. "It's, not taken over the 


campus like we'd like it to." 
' 
But the students are willing to listen, 
i and members, of. Ms. Edwards' classes 
\ reached rinto. their own pockets (and 
purses) to raise $10 to pay the Booths. 


"I suppose you want to know,why we 
joined NOW," Ed begins as the mur- 
muring dies down and desk chairs 
squeak to a halt. "It's because we both 
feel the goals of the organization are 
very worthwhile. We also know it's 
going to happen. There will be true 
equality." 


Speaking to the boys in the class, Ed 
says that another reason he became 
involved in the women's movement is 
because he was afraid he would "get 
lost in the shuffle" as will you if you 
want to remain conservative in your 
a t t i t u d e s toward women, because 
women will not stand to be second any 
more. 


"It's better for you to give up the

power you don't deserve before you 
have it taken away from you." 


Ed and Tracy, who have been mar- 
ried for six years, became a part of 
the 
women's 
liberation 
movement 
about two years ago when they were 
living ¡in Michigan.;

"It was a very long winter, and I was 
in the house with two kids," Tracy 
recalls^ "I .started» thinking that there« 
must be something more. I just really v 
fell, apart." . 


Ed says he realized there had to be a 
change "when I couldn't answer why 
she was. the one to take care of the 
house while I was out working and the 
house was getting messed up. 


"If it,comes out that you're doing 
something because you're a man or 
because you're a woman, that's not a 
valid assumption unless you're a wom- 
an having a baby or a man impregnat- 
ing a woman." 


"That's a real nice ideal view," a 
student interrupts, "but someone's got 
to do it (the housework). Should it be 
the man?" 


"The husband and the wife," Tracy 
replies. "What we want is to open up 
options." 


"We want 
everyone to have a 
choice," Ed adds. 


"But with unemployment and all,' 
where is a woman going to work?" 
another male student asks. 


"Maybe at your job and maybe at 
my job," says Ed. "If men can't do a 
job as .well as a woman can, they 
better find something else to do. Wom- 
en are just as bright as men. We 
shouldn't have half our intelligence 
pool dying, dying." 


And according to Ed, if anything will 
kill a woman's intelligence, housework 
will. 


He should know. Since he quit his job 
as a mortgage loan officer "two 
months and one day" ago, Ed, 27, has 
been taking care of the house and the 
sons, Donald, 3, and Peter, 2, while 
Tracy, 26, attends Cal State Fullerton. 


"That is a drag," he says. "That 
same glass has been stuck in the 
dishwasher 61 days. It amazes me. The 
same damn things that have to be done 
day in and day out, Tracy would have 
to look forward to doing for 60 years. 
Do you know how many beds there are 
in 60 years? It's unbelievable! 


"And the variety. When I was work- 
ing, I used to see 60 people every day.' 
You know how many I see now? 
Donald and Peter. And what • do they 
say? Peter says, 'What's that?' I say, 
'A strawberry field.' He says, 'Why?' 
It bums me out." 


It also bums Ed out when other men 
kid him about his involvement in NOW, 
which is comprised of about 250 women 
and only about 10 men. 


"They make jokes about it, really 
lousy jokes," he says. "They're uncom- 
fortable because I'm not one of them 
any more. I'm part of a very select 
minority. I don't belong with the men 
or the women. I belong with the hu- 
manists. I want: people to be free to do 
\vhat they want:" 


"I like the idea of equal pay and 
equal job opportunities, but I like some 
of the benefits, too," a female student 
says. "Like women can't be drafted,

Lack Of Roughage In American Diets 


Blamed For A Whole Host Of Ills

Can you name a food substance 
without vitamins or minerals, calories 
or cholesterol — in fact, no food value5 


at all — yet vital to your health? 


The answer: fiber — or roughage- 
cellulose, pectins and the tough indi- 
gestible carbohydrates found in most 
fruits, vegetables and whole grain cer- 
eals. Apples, celery, lettuce, bran and 
oatmeal are among the high-fiber 
foods. 


There is mounting evidence that the 
lack of fiber in American diets may be 
responsible for a whole host of ills, 
ranging from overweight and constipa- 
tion to heart disease and cancer. Con- 
sumption of whole wheat flour and 
cereals has declined from 160 pounds 
per persons in 1900 to less than 100 
pounds in 1970. 


In only 20 years fresh fruit and 
vegetable intake dropped from 250 to 
180 pounds per person, in 1970. And the 
disinterest in "growing stuff" contin- 
ues. Last month the Produce News 
trade paper reported the sharpest drop 
in five years. 


What does fiber do? Fill you up, for 
one thing. Fiber is filling but non-fat- 
tening. If you eat lots of fruits and 


vegetables you have less room for rich 
and fattening foods, so you're less 
likely to overdo on meats, fats, refined 
foods and empty - caloried desserts. 
Moreover," the same bulldness promotes 
regular bowel habits. Fiber acts as a 
broom for your. system. Low-fiber 
diets promote chronic , constipation, 
along with appendicities, polyps of the 
bowel, hemorrhoids, varicose 
veins 
and diverticiulitis, a painful condition 
often requring surgery. 


The lack of fresh fruits and vegeta- 
bles has also been tied to intestinal 
cancer, the second leading cause of 
cancer death in America. Researchers 
aren't sure why, but they suspect that 
the longer foreign materials remain in 
the intestines the more time .they have 
to do their damage. Comparison studies 
of the eating habits of cancer victims 
tend to support this idea. 


American's No. 1 killer is heart 
disease. Studies show that cholesterol 
levels decrease in individuals who in- 
crease fiber intake. Fiber seems • to 
rhelp rid the body of bile-acids, fat and 
cholesterol through excretion. Heart 
disease is relatively rare where meat 
is scarce and. the diet is mainly vege- 
tarian. 


All this bodies badly for the Ameri- 
can who dines mainly on steak, snacks, 
sweets and thinks he can make up for 
the lack of fruits and vegetables with a 
vitamin pill. 


Fiber was called "the forgotten nu- 
trient" in a recent issue of "Food 
Technology," the professional journal 
of food scientists. James Scala, direc- 
tor of nutrition for a major food firm, 
called for ways to restore the missing 
fiber in 
processed 
and fabricated 
foods: "If the food technologist is 
going to meet the challenge . . . he will 
have to think of enrichment in more1 


extensive terms than vitamins, miner- 
als and proteins." 


Scala foresees the day when the 
Food and Nutrition Board establishes 
an RDA (recommended daily allow- 
ance) for fiber, as is currently done for 
vitamins, minerals and protein. Mean- 
time, have a salad or reach for some 
fruit. Maybe the old saw about "an 
apple a day" was Right On!

"The FDA would like to de- 
stroy the vitamin industry ex- 
cept on prescription, and also 
the health food industfy," he 
claims. "These products re- 
flect unfavorably on ordinary 
products and on the ability of 
the FAD to protect the na- 
tion's health." 


Proposed 'regulations would 
require vitamin pills be sold 
In drugstores if they contain 
more than one and one-half 
times the recommended daily 
adult allowance. The labels 
would' warn contents are not 
necessary if a well-balaniced 
diet is followed. 


"The effect will be, in order 
to get potent vitamins you 
have to get a prescription," 
he said. "Convincing the pub- 
lic that vitamins are toxic is 
only thè latest ploy in a cam- 
paign against them."

"The limit on vitamin A is 
10,000 USP units, but a glass 
of carrot juice has 19,000 and 
a plate with liver, sweet pota- 
to and spinach has 76,000. 
With the FDA reasoning, you 
should drop dead from a meal 
like that " 


Fredericks, an adjunct pro- 
fessor of nutrition at New 
York Institute of Tehcnology, 
believes the FDA already has 
enough power to remove vi- 
tamins from shelves if fraud 
were being perpetrated. But 
he thinks the agency plans 
first to réquire them sold in 
small

we' can only work so many hours 
overtime, we can only lift so much." 


Referring to the draft, Tracy replies, 
"Why should they get shot before I get 
shot? With equal rights comes equal 
responsibility." 


As for a woman's ability to lift heavy 
objects, Ed says, "If girls' weren't 
segregated from the boys in the first 
grade, if they were allowed to wear 
pants so they could play on the monkey 
bars, if the athletic budgets t were 
equal, maybe they could lift." 


"But there is a definite difference," 
a male student protests. "The fastest 
woman a^ the mile is not as good as 
the fastest msm. 'There are biological 
differences. Women! are not as strong 
as men." 


"The only true differences are in the 
pelvic girdle, reproductive system and 


the ability to hold iron," Ed insists as 
the classroom erupts with the com- 
ments of unbelieving students of both 
sexes. 


Tracy tries to calm them down. 
"Rather than saying a woman can't 
do this, we want them to say a person 
who is not capable of lifting 100 pounds 
can't do this for health and 
safety 
reasons," she explains, and the class 
begins to settle down.

A recent issue of

Economist" touches on anoth- 
er angle. Théy say "the theo- 
ry of contrary investing re- 
quires the investor to do/ex- 
actly the reverse of what the 
'herd' is doing: If the 'herd' is 
buying furiously-r-sell; if sell- 
ing—buy. The 'herd' always 
thunders too far in one direc- 
tion and the loner can sense 
the swing to excess. 


"However, too many people 
know about the theory. Al- 
most everyone seems to be 
saying that they are going to 
do the opposite of what the 
other chap is doing. So much 
so that the contrary investor 
might now do better by dou- 
ble-crossing the 'herd' and 
going in the same direction." 


There are a great many 
unanswered questions on this 
subject. No one can be certain 
what constitutes the make-up 
of the "herd" in the first 
place. 


It was once thought that the 
"herd" was mostly the odd- 
lotter or small investor.'He is; 
not always as wrong as peo- 
ple in general think. Popular 
ideas about the profits from 
"coppering" 
the odd-lotters 
are largely incorrect. ' 


Management of the posi- 
tions of the New York Stock 
Exchange dealer firm which 
executes odd .lot, orders re- 
quires a great deal of experi- 
ence and professional exper- 
tise. The odd-lot dealer must 
take a position. If he receives 
an order to buy 50 shares, he 
has the choice of buying 100 
and putting the excess 50 
shares into his inventory or 
going short 100 shares, cover- 
ing 50 shares filling the buy 
order and remaining short 50 
for his account. 


There are times when the 
d e a l e r 
temporarily 
goes

distortion. 


A decline in GNP "gives the 
distinct impression of a reces- 
sion," said Jones, but ''it's 
only one signal" of the health 
of the nation's economy. 


'"We can't tell yoa for sure 
yet if it's an isolated incident 
or characterizes, the entire 
economy," he said.

Voluntary Overtime 
Nearly Dead Issue? 


SoCal 
Chatter 


DETROIT (UPI) - Volun- 
tary overtime, nearly a dead 
issue in most auto plants be- 
cause of slumping new car 
sales, may be in jeopardy at 
many General Motors Corp. 
plants. 


An.incomplete poll of voting 
at 144 United Auto Workers 
l o c a l s shows that almost 
400,000 workers 
are about 
equally divided in their opin- 
ion of voluntary overtime — a 
key UAW demand in last 
year's contract talks with the 
"Big Three'' automakers' 


R e s u l t s from 65 locals 
showed 33 opposed to volun- 
tary overtime and 32 in favor 
of plans adopted at Ford Mo- 
tor Co. and Chrysler Corp. 


With 
more 
than 100,000 
UAW members laid off indefi- 
nitely 
from auto 
industry 
plants and thousands more 
idled each week because of 
the energy crisis, the issue of 
voluntary overtime is no long- 
er a major concern. 


Spokesman for the auto 
companies say they have not 
encountered any real resist- 
ance to overtime work in re- 
cent months. About the only 


overtime work that has been 
offered has been in the . few 
plants that either assemble 
small cars or build the parts 
for them. 


At Chrysler, overtime is 
voluntary after nine hours a 
day and on Saturday, provid- 
ing the worker has worked 
the previous two Saturdays'. 
Ford workers got a chance to 
refuse overtime past 10 hours 
a day and on all but six 
Saturdays a year. 


At GM, the union and com- 
pany agreed to allow , mem- 
bers in each local to decide if 
they want to turn down man- 
datory overtime assignments. 


If they reject the voluntary 
overtime provision, a letter of 
understanding from a pre- 
vious GM contract will be 
continued, stating the compa- 
ny pledges not to make any 
employe work an excessive 
number of overtime hours. 


At GM plants which vote in 
favor of the overtime provi- 
sion, the company has the 
option once each model year 
to choose to operate under 
either the Chrysler or Ford 
plans. 


Isolated Court Acts 
Threat To Housing 


SPOKANE, Wash. - 
Iso- 
lated court actions pose a 
nationwide threat to housing, 
a forest industry spokesman 
contends. 


A preservation coalition, he 
said, has opened a new front 
in the courts that could "crip- 
ple the natipn's supply of tim- 
ber and make national hous- 
ing goals i m p o s s i b l e to 
achieve." 


Ralph D. Hodges Jr., speak- 
ing to the intermountain log- 
ging conference here, reviewed 
a number of individual law- 
suits that, although appearing 
regional, could have national 
impact on forestry. 


One such case, he said, was 
in West Virginia, where a 
U.S. district court judge is- 
sued all order severly re- 
stricting timber management 
in the Monongahela National 
Forest. 


"There is nothing to stop a 
rash of similar suits from 
being filed in federal courts 
from coast to coast," Hodges 
said, "and the Monongahela 
case would serve as a horri- 
ble precedent." 


Hodges, e x e c u t i v e vice 
president of the National For- 
est P r o d u c t s Association, 
drew a line between environ-- 
mentalists, who Would safe- 
guard the .forests for all its 
multiple uses, and preserva- 
tionists, who seek to] deny the 
nation the wbod it muit have. 


He said the preservation co- 
alition is trying to stop timber 
management in u n .r o a d e d 
areas of the national- forest" 
system and to add them to 
wilderness or other special- 
useland categories. 


"Even-though the national 
f o r e s t s already have the 


heaviest concentration of es- 
tablished wilderness areas, 
the preservationists want all 
roadless areas set aside as 
wilderness. They totally ig- 
nore the disruptive consequ- 
ences this would have on the 
public at large." 


Hodges cited three recent 
reports of timber supply and 
demand that point the way 
out of the threatening timber 
supply crisis. He said the sol- 
ution is to intensify manage- 
ment of the nation's forests to 
grow more trees for more 
wood fiber without undue 
harm to the environment. 


He said one of the reports 
— by the president's advisory 
panel on timber and the envi- 
ronment — concluded that ac- 
tion must be taken now to 
grow trees in the remainder 
of the 1970's. Wood demand is 
generally expected to double 
in this generation. 


"Now, more than ever," 
Hodges said, "the forest in- 
dustry represents the public 
interest in the battle for re- 
s o u r c e s . Americans want 
houses, paper, furniture and 
the thousands of products that 
start with wood fiber. 


"And they also want jobs. 
Our industry can provide all 
these — but only if we all 
become active in public and 
government affairs to make 
certain our natural resources 
are used responsibly to meet 
the nation's real needs." 


Hodges said the U.S. has the 
potential , of 
doubling 
the 
production of timber by the 
year 2020 by widescale appli- 
cation of intensive manage- 
ment practices on commer- 
cial forest lands of all owner- 
ships.

According- 
ly, the rally psychology of the 
last five months has managed 
better without ambitious price 
targets. The assurance of low- 
er interest rates has served 
as a firmer prop and a 
stronger lead. 


This simple prospectus re- 
ckoned without pressures on 
interest rates more compel- 
ling than auto sales- Years 
ago, the American economy 
outgrew its former one-di- 
mentional dependence on auto 
sales. Today, it is no longer a 
theory that spending by busi- 
ness can rise while buying by 
consumers is falling; it is a 
fact, and it will continue oper- 
ative. 


The simplistic cataloging of 
all the oil-sensitive industries 
as recession prone invited a 
double non sequitur. The first 
overestimated the recession- 
ary impact of the consumer 
pullbacks; the second under- 
estimated the inflationary im- 
pact of the oil mark-up. Be- 
cause the Wall Street quanti- 
fiers had eyes only for the 
demand-pull of business acti- 
vity on interest rates, they 
missed the more fundamental . 
rates. Any time interest rates 


are caught in a cross-tug be- 
tween an inflationary speedup 
and a business slowdown, 
they will follow inflation up- 
ward rather than recession 
downward. 


This is what they are doing 
now. The surprise is that the 
renewed runup in rates is 
proving to be such a shocker 
and spreading such demorali- 
zation among the brethren ha- 
bitually expecting to take in 
each other's wash. No doubt 
visions of 5V2 per cent short- 
term rates, and 6J/fe per cent 
long-term 
rates 
were 
too 
•wishful to be banked. But 
they were comforting enough 
to get buy orders executed 
and to justify swapping port- 
folio positions. 


Now that rates are spiraling 
back to the inflationary norm, 
the crisis is exploding into a 
credit emergency. Of all the 
fictions perpetrated by the 
economists, none Is 
more 
self-deluding—especially at a 
time like this—than the notion 
that people are free to make 
decisions a b o u t borrowing 
what and when they can. The 
institutional fund managers 
have had so much money to 
play with that they have 
moved over into a world of 
their own insulated from the 
real world in which people- 
including corporate manage- 
ments sponsoring p e n s i o n 
funds run by stock market 
hotshots—are hard pressed to 
make it. 


The name of the game in 
business today is "get mon- 
ey." Paying up for it is inci- 
d e n t a l . Bargaining about 
rates is a sure-fire formula 
for missing the boat and wak- 
ing up stranded. 


The borrowing scramble is 
powering the rate push, and 
the rate push is immobilizing 
the professional money man- 
agers. They've been a long 
time discovering that double- 
digit inflati on makes double- 
digit inflation makes double- 
ble, and they're learning it 
the hard way. All that's left of 
the market is what the fund 
managers make of it. With 
them out of action, 
Wall 
Street is out of business.

Cat Law May Get New Leash' On Life

HUNTINGTON B E A C H 
- 
The city council Monday will 
consider changing the city's ani- 
mal control. ordinance to re 
move a clause requiring cats be 
kept on a leash in public. 


But 
cat 
owners 
call 
the 
amendement "trivial" and, vow 
to continue fighting the ordi- 
nance until it is altered to suit 
them. 


The clause r e q u i r i n g cat 
leashing is a sore point with the 
Committee for Pet Owners, in 
Huntington 
Beach, 
a 
group 
which has attempted to focus 
publicity on the ordinance as a 
means of pressuring city coun- 
cil to rewrite or rescind it. 


E.A. Van Teslaar, chairman 
of the pet owners' committee, 


believes the proposal to remove 
the cat-leashing clause from the 
ordinance is a direct result of 
the concern aroused by his 
group. 
, 


Councilman Alvin Coen, who 
requested the city attorney's 
office to prepare the amend- 
ment, said it was his own idea. 


"It shouldn't • have ; been ' in 
there in the first ^plaice," said 
Coen. 


Elimination of the cat-leash- 
ing requirement is one of eight 
points the pet owners' commit- 
tee plans to present to city 
council. 


Van Teslaar, who speaks in 
ridicule both of the ordinance 
and the manner in which coun- 
cil adopted it, said the issue will 
be far from resolved if the 
council does , remove the leash- 


ing requirement. 


"We will not stop until the 
law is substantially changed. 
We've not going to settle for 
just this little Mickey Mouse 
concession," he said. 


The points to be presented to 
council, he said, are those that 
most of the members of the pet 
owners', committee agree upon. 
They are: 


—Elimination of the "exces- 
sive fines" .of up to $100 for 
violating the ordinance. 


—Reduction or elimination of 
license fees for spayed or neu- 
tered animals. 


—Requiring the city's animal 
control service to hold cats as 
long as dogs before disposing of 
them. 


—Inclusion of anti-vivisection 
pro visions, in theordinance. . 


—Strict accounting of all ani- 
mals picked up, with records 
open to the public. 


—Reduction of license fees for 
dogs and cats for owners older 
than 62 or those who cannot 
afford veterinary fees. 


Coen declined to comment 
about the other seven points, 
saying he preferred to hear 
them from the pet owners them- 
selves. He said it was "com- 
pletely untrue" that pressure 
from the pet owners' committee 
prompted him to request re 
moval of the leashing require- 
ment. 
, 


"The council never instructed 
the city attorney's office to put 
in the part about leashing cats, 
and it never would have been 
enforced anyway," said Coen, 
who made the original proposa

EXPLORERS DRILL WITH BRUSH FIRE EQUIPMENT 
Forester Jerry Alexander Coaches Trial Run

Explorer Scouts do not help 
little old ladies cross streets 
They specialize in such occupa 
i tional pursuits as law enforce 
ment, fire fighting and par- 
amedic training. 


À group of Orange County 
Fire Explorers, a branch of the 
Boy Scouts of. America, 
are 
more likely to be prepared fol- 
lowing their graduation from 
the first Firje .Services Exploring 
Academy Saturday morning at 
the Santa Ana Marine Corps 
helicopter station. 


The 36 Explorers, all high 
s c h o o l students representing 
fire explorer posts from around 
the county, received certificates 
of the skills they gained during 
a week at the academy. 


Truman Smith, a fireman for 
the California Division of For- 
estry, initiated the program to 
go a step beyond the training 
Explorers get at their meetings 
and w'th their sponsoring fire 
departments. 


With cooperation of county 
fire departments, Scouting offi- 
cials and Marine Corps person- 
nel, Smith organized the pro- 
gram. 


The Marine helicopter station 
wjs used^because it, Bad, bar- 
racks, training and eating facil- 
ities needed for the'program. 
>The youthful Explorers were 
mature and articulate in dis 
cussing the program they com- 
pleted. 


All the youths said they en- 
joyed thè school, although it 
was hard work. They drilled 
eight hours a day and three 


hours each evening. 


"We're more Marine than the 
Marines!" exclaimed one Ex- 
plorer when asked about the 
busy schedule. 


"But they had a great deal to 
teach us in just one week, 
answered his companion, "and 
we really learned a lot of new 
things." 


Learning a lot of new things 
was one' of the prime objectives 
of the academy. Traditionally, 
Explorers drill with their spon- 
soring fire departments. By at- 
tending an academy with more 
than 35 instructors, they heard 
many different points of view 
about various types of fire fight- 
ing. For example, some depart- 
ments specialize in brush fires, 
while 
others 
concentrate 
on 
high rise buildings. 


"The thing I like best about 
this setup was the opportunity 
to actually see what working in 
a 
fire department would be 
like," said another member of 
the group. "This is much better 
than spending several thousand 
dollars on an education only to 
find out you don't like it once 
you're on the job." 


Some of the lessons inducted 
the chemistry of fire; structural 
fire : fighting; forest fire fight- 
ing;! the operation o f aerial and 
engine ladders; and extensive 
safety and first aid. 


Fire fighting experts volun- 
teered their time to teach var- 
ious sessions at last •week's 
academy. Smith hopes the new 
graduates will be able to act as 
staff members for future ses- 
sions which may be held an- 
nually. 


that cats be included in the

"I suggested licensing cats 
for two reasons," said Coen. 
"First, the cost-of animal con 
trol was being inequitably borne 
by dog owners; second, I.sug- 
gested it to generate funds for 
low-cost spaying and neutering 
clinics." 


Coen described the ordinance 
as "an emotional issue." 


"People say I don't like cats. 
That's not true, but it doesn't 
matter. I'm not motivated by 
like or dislike," he said. 


Van T e s 1 a a r, who spoke 
against provisions of the ordi- 
nance at two council meetings 
before the measure was adopt- 
ed, said he believes council 
adopted 
it 
without 
knowing 
what was in it. 


'He feels the easiest way to 
resolve the issue is to work 
from within council to have the 
ordinance changed, but he men- 
tions recall of council members 
or putting the measure on a 
referendum as two alternatives. 


Coen said he would not favor 
acting on the pet owners' other 
seven proposals at Monday's 
meeting, but instead would fa- 
vor referring them to the ad- 
ministration and the city attor- 
ney's office for consideration. 


Dennis Smith, the city's ani- 
mal control officer, said, one of 
the pet owners' proposal, the 
suggestion for low-cost spaying 
or neutering clinics, is in the 
works. 


By contract, we must prov- 
ide a clinic that is open on or 
Defore July 1, which we are 
making steps to provide," said 
Smith. 


The clinic will cost half as 
much as a private veterinarian 
in most cases, although the cost 
could decrease even further if 
be city decided to use excess 
icensing revenues to finance 
;he spaying and neutering clin- 
ic, Smith explained. 


He said the cost of animal 
control currently is $195,000 per 
year, paid for from city tax 


revenues. A license for a dog or 
a cat costs $10, but could be 
reduced' to half, Smith said. 


"If everybody who owns • 
dog or a cat were to get a 
license this year, the city could 
easily cut the price in half," 
said Smith. "That would pro- 
duce about $350,000 in revenue 
at the current licensing rates, 
and the city could use the ex- 
cess for operating a clinic, but 
these are things for the city 
council to decide." 


Lower license fees are one of 
the pet owners' proposals, and 
they cite the fees in surrounding 
cities. Newport Beach and Cos- 
ta Mesa both charge $6 for a 
dog license and Santa 
Ana 
charges $4 a year. Huntington 
Beach is the only city in Orange 
County that licenses cats. 


Smith, commenting on the pet 
o w n e r s ' 
committee's 
other 
points, said his service, Califor- 
nia 
Animal 
Control 
(CAC), 
keeps stráy cats for a shorter 
period of time than dogs be- 
cause "if you put a stray cat in 
a cage, it goes crazy." 


Putting the strays in. a cage 
is like torturing them," said 
Smith, "it would be better for 
them to destroy them immedi- 
ately." 


He added, 
'Any cat that 
comes in here that looks any- 
thing like somebody's pet, we 
keep as long as we can." 


Van Teslaar fears the animal 
control 
service 
doesn't 
keep 
strict enough records, one rear 
son for the suggestion that the 
ordinance be rewritten to re- 
quire the records be open to the 
public. 


Smith, 
however, says CAC 
keeps a record of every animal 
picked up. The records aré not 
open to the public because CAC, 
after keeping an animal for five 
days, will sell it if no one claims 
it, he said. If the records were 
jublic, pet owners seeking ani- 
ñáis who have been lost might 
íarass persons who have ob- 
tained pets from CAC, Smith, 
said.

TWO-SEATER TRIKE EQUIPPED WITH BATTERY-POWERED ELECTRIC MOTOR 


Jim Sweeney Finds Engine Useful When Pedaling Gets Tiresome 


It may have been a bit far- 
ther than he wanted to pedal 
though. That's when he got the 
idea to install an electric motor 
on his tri-wheeled rig. 


"I saw an article in The Reg- 
ister on electric boats and cars 
—that's what really got me to 
thinking about it." 


With a crude set of plans in 
hand, 
Sweeney 
walked 
into 
Lewco 
Electric 
in 
Newport 
¡Beach and asked shop owner 
Earl Lewis what he could builc 
that would give the three-wheel- 
er a nudge of power when the 
pedalling gets tiresome. 


S w e e n e y, who sometimes 
rides 35 miles a day on his 
electric-powered tricycle, said, 
"When you're riding long dist- 
ances or in hills—or want to get 
across an intersection in a hur 
ry—you . need something to let 
you rest once in awhile." 


That's when Earl Lewis en- 
tered the picture. Lewis engi- 
neered a Vi horsepower electric 
motor 
geared down to 1,800 
r.p.m. that operates off a car- 
type 12-volt battery. "The setup 
provides ample power and only 
has a light drain on the bat- 
tery," the electrician said. 


Lewis figures the single bat- 
tery will propel the 100-pound 
tricycle about three hours if the 
rider does no pedaling what- 
soever, and cruise along at a 10 
m.p.h. clip.- That's enough juice 
to travel perhaps 30 miles- 
without any manual action. 


"If you pedal down the hills 
and on the level, the battery 
will last all day," said Sweeney, 
who has toured more than 900 
miles on his electric trike. "I 
ride it everywhere I go locally." 


The electrical power kit made 
by Lewis consists of the motor, 
battery and a charger. The su- 
per-simplified 
setup 
probably 
will be marketed for $150, said 
Lewis, including installation. 


"With the kit installed, it con- 
verts a three-wheeler into a 
good neighborhood-type vehicle 
that takes much of the work out 
of pumping a bicycle," said 
Lewis, who also owns one of the 
juice-powered trikes.
